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Superfast broadband 
comes to rural Dorset 


TEN thousand homes and 
businesses in dozens of 
villages around the Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth areas 
will have access to fast 
fibre broadband by Christ¬ 
mas. 


It is hoped It will provide 
a boost for rural business 
and allow better access for 
homes, many of which 
now want to use multiple 
devices at the same time. 

But while many will get 
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by Trevor Bevins 


the faster service, if they 
pay extra, there will still 
be parts of some villages 
and entire areas which will 
have to wait even longer. 

While most of Cross- 
ways will get the better 
service, approximately 


half the village will have 
to wait beyond 2016. A 
similar situation applies to 
Martinstown and the Pud- 
dletown area. 

Cerne Abbas and the 
Piddle Valley villages, 
Beaminster and Burton 


Bradstock are not sched¬ 
uled for improvement until 
at least 2015. 

The new areas, an¬ 
nounced at an event in 
Frampton Village Hall on 
Monday evening will 
mean that by the end of 
this year the Superfast 
Dorset programme will 
have created the potential 


for 20,000 local homes to 
get fibre broadband. 

So far Dorset councils 
have pledged £10.75 mil¬ 
lion of council taxpayers 
money to the Superfast 
project with BT and other 
partners putting in an addi¬ 
tional £22.3 million - a

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Citizens to discuss town 
traffic scheme proposals 


A “CITIZENS panel” will get the 
chance to have their say on 14 differ¬ 
ent suggestions to help solve Dorch¬ 
ester’s town centre traffic congestion. 

The ideas, all of which are thought 
to be possible solutions, have been 
distilled from almost 600 responses 
at last year’s consultation on the 
Dorchester Transport and Environ¬ 
ment Plan (DTEP). 

These contained 200 suggestions. 

A news release from the county, 
district and town council said these 
suggestions were initially condensed 
into 38 separate issues to assess 
whether they were either too expen¬ 
sive, unachievable, did not meet the 
objectives of DTEP or simply would 
not work. 

Councillors and officers from 


Dorset County Council, West Dorset 
District Council and Dorchester 
Town Council have since met to dis¬ 
cuss these issues and found that 14 of 
the 38 had potential and should be 
analysed in more detail. These will 
now be considered by a Citizens 
Panel being established by the town 
council made up of residents from 
across Dorchester. 

Councillor Andy Canning, chair¬ 
man of the group leading the way for¬ 
ward for DTEP said: “We are 
determined to listen to the people of 
Dorchester and surrounding areas to 
create a scheme that will succeed in 
making Dorchester better. 

“Some good suggestions were put 
forward through the consultation 
process and there are four top areas 


of concern that we are hoping to ad¬ 
dress.” 

Dorset County Council Cabinet 
member for Environment and the 
Economy, Peter Finney said: “We 
must get this right. This scheme, if it 
goes ahead, will have a direct impact 
on the residents of Dorchester which 
is why it is important that we listen to 
their feedback. The Citizens Panel 
will have a major say in which of the 
proposals for change end up in the 
final plan.” 

Following a report which will go to 
cabinet in September, subject to ap¬ 
proval, further traffic modelling will 
be carried out to make sure the pro¬ 
posals work. The new proposals will 
then go forward for full public re-en¬ 
gagement in 2015.

NEW digital car park signs in Dorchester are suffering - 
because of a weak mobile phone signal. 

In response to criticism from town councillors that the 
signs are inaccurate the county council now say part of 
the problem could be the way the signs receive their in¬ 
formation. 

They have told the town council that sometimes the 
phone signal is weak which prevents information updates 
to the signs which show the number of car parking spaces 
available. 

“The communications between the signs and the system 


at county hall is proving to be unreliable due the mobile 
phone signals in Dorchester being weak. When networks 
are overloaded, data sim connections are the first to suf¬ 
fer. 

“We have tried Vodafone and 02 as our provider and 
both have proved to be troublesome.. .we are investigat¬ 
ing the possibility of using local radio communications 
instead of the mobile phone network,” said a county 
council spokesman.

cost of over £1,600 for each potential connection, so 
far.

reaching out to many more rural communities. High 
speed fibre broadband will boost the competitiveness of 
local businesses as well as providing new learning and 
entertainment opportunities for households,” he said. 

Alison Moore, president of the Dorchester Chamber of 
Commerce, said the faster speeds will allow rural busi¬ 
ness to better compete with those in urban areas and im¬ 
prove productivity for those who need to up and 
download large files. 

A new map was unveiled at the event to show all the 
areas where fibre services will be available by Christmas 
and where the project plans to go next year. The interac¬ 
tive map is available at www.dorsetforyou.com/superfast 

Councillor Jill Haynes, Cabinet member for adult social 
care said: “Gaining access to the fibre network will be a 
huge opportunity for residents and businesses in these 
communities.” 

The Fibre to the Cabinet (FTTC) technology being used 
in the second phase can deliver download speeds of up 
to 80Mbps and upload speeds of up to 20Mbps through 
fibre running to a fibre optic street cabinet. According to 
regulator Ofcom, the average download speed in Dorset 
is 10.9Mbps although many areas will be running at less 
than 2Mbps. 

The Superfast Dorset partnership aims to have made su¬ 
perfast broadband available to 95 per cent of the county 
by the end of 2016. The programme is also committed to 
ensure a minimum speed of 2Mbps for all premises 
within the programme area, on request, where fibre 
broadband is not viable.

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Consultation on how 
to deal with offenders 


DORSET Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn 
Underhill has launched a three month consultation 
to give people a greater say in how anti-social be¬ 
haviour and low level crime is dealt with in the 
county. 

The recent Anti-social Behaviour, Crime and Polic¬ 
ing Act places a statutory duty on all PCCs to de¬ 
velop a list of “Community Remedies”. From this 
autumn, victims will be able to select the punishment 
for the offender from a menu of options. 

Community Remedies are likely to include meas¬ 
ures such as repairing damage to property, cleaning 
up graffiti or receiving a punishment proportionate 
to the crime. Victims can also ask the offender direct 
questions, mediate or receive an apology. By bring¬ 
ing together the offender with the victim of their 
crime, it’s hoped they will better understand the im¬ 
pact of their actions. Community Remedy is a way 
of delivering justice without going through the tra¬ 
ditional court process. 

In addition to the online survey, the Dorset Office 
of the Police and Crime Commissioner will also be 
holding a number of focus groups to consult com¬ 


munities on what they’d like to see on the list of 
Community Remedies. The first focus group will 
take place in Wareham, June 24th. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn 
Underhill said: “Community Remedies give victims 
a greater voice and puts them at the heart of punish¬ 
ment for offenders. I want to consult as many people 
as possible over the next few months so I can collect 
a wide range of views 

“Last year there were 29,436 recorded incidents of 
anti-social behaviour in the county. Community res¬ 
olution benefits the victim in gaining closure on the 
incident and helps the offender to break the cycle of 
crime.” 

“I am passionate about victim care - this is some¬ 
thing the people of Dorset have been asking for and 
victims want this option as an alternative to the court 
process.”

Police crackdown on domestic abuse 


DORSET Police have announced 
that there will be additional spe¬ 
cially-trained officers dedicated 
to victims and those who commit 
domestic abuse for the duration 
of the World Cup. 

From Friday, June 13th to Sun¬ 
day, July 13th, officers will be 
conducting extra reassurance vis¬ 
its to high-risk victims to ensure 
they continue to be safe. 

Police will be targeting serial 
perpetrators of domestic abuse 
and ensuring effective safeguard¬ 
ing measures are put in place in 
relation to children and vulnera¬ 
ble adults. 

Known offenders of domestic 
abuse can expect to receive a po¬ 
lice visit to ensure they are abid¬ 
ing by any special conditions or 
court orders. Along with robust 
monitoring, officers will also be 
providing a response to any re¬ 
ported incidents. 

Detective Inspector Richard 


Dixey said: “We are determined 
to support victims in reporting 
these crimes and make sure those 
who inflict abuse are brought to 
justice. This is a priority for 
Dorset Police. 

“Along with our own experi¬ 
enced and specially-trained offi¬ 
cers who investigate these 
offences, we also work in close 
partnership with other support 
agencies who can also offer sup¬ 
port, advice and guidance.” 

Dorset Police receives on aver¬ 
age 700 reports of domestic 
abuse per month across the 
county. Reported incidents of do¬ 
mestic abuse tend to increase 
when major sporting tournaments 
take place. 

Dorset Police have extra powers 
through the recently introduced 
Domestic Violence Protection 
Notices and Orders, to bar a sus¬ 
pected perpetrator of domestic vi¬ 
olence from contacting a victim 


and stop them returning to a vic¬ 
tim’s home. 

Members of the public can also 
apply to the police on 101 under 
the Domestic Violence Disclosure 
Scheme (Clare’s Law) for a dis¬ 
closure on a suspected offender’s 
past history known as the “right to 
ask”. 

The scheme is for anyone in an 
intimate relationship regardless of 
gender. 

Anybody can make an enquiry, 
but information will only be given 
to someone at risk or a person in 
a position to safeguard the victim. 

Partner agencies can also re¬ 
quest disclosure is made of an of¬ 
fender’s past history where it is 
believed someone is at risk of 
harm. This is known as “right to 
know”.

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Group set up to back turbine plans 


A NEW group has been set up to encourage wind tur¬ 
bines in West Dorset. 

It comes after opposition to proposals for turbines 
off Slyers Lane between Dorchester and Charminster 
and at Tolpuddle. 

Dorchester resident and spokeswoman, Jeanie 
Averill said: “I find it very difficult to sit back and 
do nothing when the Department of Energy and Cli¬ 
mate in their ninth public attitude survey in March 
found that 70 per cent of their representative sample 
of 2,040 householders supported onshore wind de¬ 
velopment. Only 12 per cent didn’t and 19 per cent 
were on the fence. When asked if they would be 


“happy to have a large scale renewable development 
in their area”, 59 per cent said yes, 17 per cent said 
no and 22 per cent again were unsure. Our group 
wants to provide accurate information to the public 
and make it easier for the silent majority who do sup¬ 
port wind energy to make their views heard.” 

Another member of the group Mike Tunbridge 
added: “Much of the information put out by local 
campaigns against wind energy is full of mis-infor- 
mation designed to negatively influence public opin¬ 
ion. For example, a statement recently issued by the 
‘No Slyers Lane Turbines’ group claiming the UK 
has already met its legally binding 15 per cent EU 


target for renewable energy by 2020 is nonsense. 
The UK’s renewable energy production in 2013 was 
actually 4.8 per cent of the total energy we use. A 
three-fold increase in the next six years is required 
to meet our modest target. Most other European 
countries have agreed higher targets having realised 
there is no future in continuing reliance on fossil 
fuels if we are to have a planet fit for human habita¬ 
tion in 2100.”

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Concerns over new school plans 
highlighted at public exhibition 


Donation for credit scheme 

THE Volunteer Centre in Dorchester has received 
a £750 donation towards its new community 
credit scheme from Magna Housing Association. 

The scheme provides supported volunteering 
for people with learning disabilities, enabling 
them to volunteer their time and skills with a men¬ 
tor. In exchange, the volunteer receives credits 
that can be exchanged for social activities such as 
sports, museums and the cinema. 

Magna's £750 donation came from its commu¬ 
nity initiative fund, which provides funding for 
community projects, allocating £120,000 a year to 
things which will improve the areas where resi¬ 
dents live and £30,000 to donate to charities and 
organisations that provide services that benefit 
residents. 

Siobhan Davis, community co-ordinator at the 
Volunteer Centre, said: "We spent the donation on 
leaflets for the new initiative, including booklets 
in picture format. This money has been a great 
asset to the project as printing can be very expen¬ 
sive, particularly in colour which is crucial when 
working with people who have learning disabili¬ 
ties." 

Cash boost for strollers 

DORCHESTER Strollers have received a financial 
boost with grant donations from a number of or¬ 
ganisations. 

The group, which offers free gentle walks to help 
improve fitness, usually meets at least twice a 
week. Walk leaders and other helpers are all vol¬ 
unteers. 

Group treasurer Ron Kirby says that £100 dona¬ 
tions have been made to the group from Dorch¬ 
ester Carnival, Dorchester Town Council, the 
Co-op, Warburtons bakers and £105 from the Ro¬ 
tary Club of Dorchester. 

Since the group started in 2003 the average 
number attending each walk has increased from 
seven to 22. 


PLANS for a new school at Poundbury, to replace 
Darners Road School, have been broadly welcomed. 

But some residents used two public exhibitions to ex¬ 
press concern about the lack of specific drop-off and col¬ 
lect points for drivers and the extra distance some 
children might be expected to walk. 

The project also includes the re-location from the town 
centre of the Dorchester Community Church, to a site 
alongside the new school off Peverell Avenue, close to 
the Dorset Cereal factory. By working together the site 
would be able to offer a larger community hall than it oth¬ 
erwise would have done. 

And lorry traffic to and from the factory was also seen 
as a concern to some: “Sometimes there is a queue of lor¬ 
ries waiting to make deliveries. With this plan they will 
be waiting right outside the new school,” said one woman 
in a comment sheet submitted to planners. 

The new school building will be for 600 pupils, about 
25 per cent more than the present numbers. 

Commissioning manager for Dorset County Council’s 
children’s services Paul Scothern said his team was de-

lighted that so many people had come to see the plans, 
shown at Darners School last week and at Poundbury on 
Saturday. He said there would be further chances for peo¬ 
ple to comment when the planning application formally 
submitted for discussion and decision.

BROADMAYNE is holding a series of events this 
weekend to mark the part the village played in the 
build up to the D-Day landings in 1944. 

They include a 1940s style fete, entertainment in 
the village hall, a campsite and living history displays 
including a display of historic vehicles and a scare¬ 
crow competition. 

Planned by the Broadmayne World War II Society 
the event, on Saturday 21 st, commemorates how the 
village was used as a marshalling area for US troops 
preparing for the D-Day landings. 

Events include, at 11 am, a presentation by the local 
history group in the village hall; a Remembrance Cer¬ 
emony at the Playing Field at 12.30pm followed by 
the fete with entertainment on the field and in the 
hall and a barbecue from 4pm. There will be a big 
band dance in the hall during the evening. 

On Sunday morning vintage vehicles which have 
been in the village will leave for the Weymouth vet¬ 
erans parade with the final event being a 'vintage' 
cinema in the hall from 7.30pm. 

Gaggle of Geese pub to dose 

THE Gaggle of Geese pub in Buckland Newton has 
closed 'for the foreseeable future.' 

Landlords Paul and Jinny Lambert say a lack of cus¬ 
tomers was behind the decision which is also likely 
to mean the end to the annual charity Goose Auc¬ 
tion, unless new organisers can be found. 

The pub had only been open on three evenings a 
week in recent months. 

In the short-term the pub will continue to provide 
a postal service for the village on Mondays, Tuesdays 
and Fridays from 9am to noon. 

Recyding benefits village causes 

MORE than £480 will go to community causes in 
Frampton - thanks to residents donating their own 
newspapers and magazines. 

The items are collected at 4 Church Lane and then 
sold, the income helping groups in and around the 
village. An average of around four tonnes is collected 
every month.

Gypsy site up and running 

A TEMPORARY site for gypsies and travellers has 
been opened at Piddlehinton - the same site used 
during the Olympics. 

It has pitches for 25 caravans with access to toilet 
facilities and fresh water and is close to a perma¬ 
nent gypsy site in the village. 

Having a transit site means that police can use 
their powers to move travellers from unauthorised 
camps to the site. 

Cabinet Member for Environment Peter Finney 
said:"It's a real step forward that we're able to open 
this site and provide somewhere for gypsies and 
travellers to make temporary stops. We are the first 
authority in wider Dorset to provide a site like this. 

"This is an emotive issue on both sides but, as we 
saw during the Olympics, having a designated site 
allows us to manage any issues which arise more 
quickly and efficiently." 

Without a transit site, councils need to seek a 
court order to move people on from unauthorised 
camps. 

Speeding upsets villagers 

TOLPUDDLE residents are unhappy about speed¬ 
ing vehicles and parking on the pavement at the 
eastern end of the village. 

The annual meeting was told that despite the 
new homes on the edge of the building having al¬ 
located parking the difficulty in using the spaces 
led to residents parking on the road - with cars 
often pulled up on the pavement. 

Concerns were also expressed about speeding 
traffic and the fact that signs on the road warning 
about 30mph speed limit had worn out. 

"It's like Brands Hatch up there on some day. Even 
smaller villages have road markings to warn drivers 
to slow down,"said one resident. 

The meeting heard that police had told one com¬ 
plainant that parking on the pavement was not il¬ 
legal and were reluctant to get involved, as was the 
Highways Agency.

HELP is being offered at Dorchester Library to help 
those not used to computers to get online. 

Dorset's Citizen's Advice Bureau (CAB), has teamed up 
with Dorset County Council Library Service to make 
sure people have a chance to use technology to solve 
their problems. 

Bureau manager Daniel Cadisch, said: "This is an ex¬ 
citing new partnership that helps people to get online 
using the library computers and make the most of the 
internet and all it has to offer. 

"We know that many older people are not confident 
when using computers and may not have access to the 
internet at home. Our trained volunteer advisers, to¬ 
gether with library staff, will be on hand to guide peo¬ 
ple through the process of using the internet for online 
services including benefit claims and accessing help 
and support." 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, Cabinet member for com¬ 
munity services at the county council, said:"One in five 
adults are not computer literate, so they can find it in¬ 
timidating to get started. We want to help people 
grow in confidence and be able to help themselves. 
The outreach team based at the library are experienced 
and qualified staff so we want to encourage people to 
take advantage of the facilities, particularly if they do 
not have a computer at home." 

The outreach service will be available on Monday af¬ 
ternoons between 1pm and 4pm and on Wednesday 
morning between 10am and 1pm.

“We had been looking 
at getting some more 
modern wheelchairs and 
using one of the tradi¬ 
tional chairs myself was 
a great way of seeing 
what features could be 
improved,” he said. 

“The Stryker chairs 
have larger wheels 
which make steering 
and cornering easy and 
the armrests fold back 
easily for better patient 
access. 

“The push handles ac¬ 


commodate virtually 
any height of person and 
the flip-up footrests 
have a swing away func¬ 
tion so they get out of 
the patient’s way easily. 
There’s also a one-touch 
central foot brake. 

“Most importantly 
these chairs are also 
very comfortable and 
safe for the patient.”

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MP welcomes drop 
in unemployment 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin has 
welcomed news that unemployment in 
the area has fallen below one per cent, 
but called for more to be done to “raise 
the profile” of rural communities. 

The Minister said there were “grounds 
for optimism” across the South West, 
and that he hoped other parts of the 
country would “follow the lead” of West 
Dorset and move towards full employ¬ 
ment. 

Writing in a post on his web site, Mr 
Letwin said: “I cannot remember the 
last time this happened - but it was cer¬ 
tainly a very long time ago, and it is 
wonderful that we are now, locally, get¬ 
ting to within a whisker of full employ¬ 
ment. 

“I hope that, now the economic recov¬ 
ery has properly set in, we will see more 
and more of the country following West 
Dorset’s lead and moving towards full 
employment. 

“Of course we still need to do much 
more to stimulate the growth of jobs that 
are well-paid and rewarding in more 
ways than just financially. 

“It is very reassuring that the great bulk 
of the jobs created in the last few years 
have been full-time rather than part-time, 
but we also need to ensure that the full¬ 
time jobs are really good jobs which will 


encourage people to remain in the South 
West and in West Dorset.” 

Mr Letwin reserved specific praise for 
the project to regenerate Bridport’s Lit¬ 
erary and Scientific Institute, plans for 
which were unveiled last week. 

And he called for efforts to be made to 
boost West Dorset’s rural communities. 

He added: “I think we need to do more 
to raise the profile of the more rural parts 
of Dorset as a place where businesses of 
many types can flourish and can provide 
highly skilled and highly paid jobs. 

“This is one of the reasons why I am 
so enthusiastic about projects like the re¬ 
vival of the Literary and Scientific Insti¬ 
tute in Bridport - and it is also why I 
think we need to find more ways of en¬ 
abling businesses like those on the 
Granby Industrial Estate or the Gore 
Cross Industrial Estate to locate in West 
Dorset. 

“I sometimes get the feeling that there 
are people in West Dorset who doubt 
whether encouraging these sorts of 
world-class businesses to establish them¬ 
selves locally is compatible with pre¬ 
serving the tranquility and beauty of our 
countryside and of our lovely rural 
towns. But I think there are actually 
very good grounds to be optimistic about 
this, too.”

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Lottery funding to display Bankes family history

T HE Dorchester- 
based Dorset 
History Centre 
has received support 
from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund for its plans to 
allow better access to 
items relating to the 
Bankes family of 
Kingston Lacy. 

The project aims to 
catalogue the archive of 
the Bankes family, for¬ 
mer owners of Corfe 
Castle and Kingston 
Lacy, which spans 700 
years. 

Working with the Na¬ 
tional Trust and the 
Priest’s House Museum 
in Wimborne, the proj¬ 
ect will also include a 
range of activities to en¬ 
gage with audiences 
through exhibitions, 
volunteer engagement 
and schools learning. 

The centre has been 
given £23,500 to help 
the it develop its plans 
with its partners and 
then to apply for a full 
grant in 2015. 

The archive pre-dates 
the Bankes’ purchase of 
Corfe Castle in 1635 
and the project will cat¬ 
alogue the 800 boxes of 
historical information, 


conserving some of its 
fragile contents and 
digitising a range of im¬ 
portant documentation. 

The archive references 
hundreds of properties 
and thousands of people 
who lived and died 
within the orbit of the 
Bankes dynasty. The 
papers of William John 
Bankes, most prominent 
of the family include su¬ 
perb drawings charting 
his early 19th Century 
travels in the Middle 
East. He later went into 
exile and organised the 
re-design of Kingston 
Lacy from his home in 
Venice. 

As a result of the proj¬ 
ect, Dorset schools will 
have access to a range 
of historical information 
and, through digital 
technology, the archive 
will also be available to 
the general public. A 
heritage apprentice will 
also be recruited, offer¬ 
ing a young person a de¬ 
tailed insight into the 
management of heritage 
assets. 

Exhibitions are 
planned for a range of 
venues and an oral his¬ 
tory project will record 


the memories of people 
with links to Kingston 
Lacy and the Bankes es¬ 
tates. 

Sam Johnston, County 
Archivist, said: “This is 


a superb opportunity to 
take a remarkable col¬ 
lection of national and 
international importance 
out of its boxes and 
make it relevant to peo¬ 


ple today. It will also 
allow us to create a fan¬ 
tastic learning resource 
for schools so that 
pupils can learn more 
about Dorset’s history.

The owner uses wood from a woodland 
planted 15 years ago, and grows seasonal 
flowers, fruit and vegetables to sell to 
local cafes, a box scheme and two farm 
shops.

AFRICA'S most hypnotic Kora player Joe Driscoll has 
joined forces with New Yorker Joe Driscoll, whose 
musical style is heavily influenced by folk and hip 
hop. They don't speak the same language but their 
debut album Faya has proved to be an unexpected 
success. There will also be support from Dorset 
singer songwriter Gris-Gris. 

The duo met in port city of Marseilles, home to 
many a nomadic soul. Sekou Kouyate, originally 
from Guinea was raised in a large musical family tra¬ 
dition. Yet it is his ability to take his extraordinary 
playing and transcend this tradition that has set him 
apart. 

Guitarist Joe Driscoll, is the man Cee-Lo Green la¬ 
belled 'the gangsta with an iron lung'. He has been 


touring steadily for years, spreading his unique fu¬ 
sion of folk and hip-hop. The result is a mad fusion 
of afro beat, hip-hop, folk, and reggae, that defies 
any simple tags or description.

The Ballad of Martha Brown 

A dark and moving tragicomedy about the last woman to be 
publicly hanged in Dorset as witnessed by a young Thomas Hardy 


1856. A tale of jealousy and pas¬ 
sion. An ordinary woman and her 
ordinary husband, a hatchet 
grabbed in haste, a murder, an ac¬ 
cused horse, a black silk dress, 
and the mob at the hang-fair who 
gawp in glee. Angel Exit's new 
show, The Ballad of Martha Brown, 
uses wicked humour, ensemble 
storytelling and macabre songs 
as a grim chorus of hollow-eyed 
storytellers invite you into their 
mysterious world where Martha's 
life is played out under the con¬ 
stant stare of the gallows above. 

Martha began life as a dairy¬ 
maid in Powerstock, a hard life of 
mud and toil, and after sur¬ 
viving her first husband and 
her two children, she gave up 
on the notion of happiness 
until she met her second hus¬ 
band John Brown. He was 
twenty years her junior and 
theirs was a passionate rela¬ 
tionship which descended 
into domestic violence and 
infidelity.

The New BMW M3 Saloon and BMW M4 Coupe 



THE launch of the new BMW M3 Saloon and 
new BMW M4 Coupe heralds the arrival of the 
fifth-generation of the iconic high-perfor¬ 
mance sports car from BMW M. For the first 
time the Coupe and Saloon models receive in¬ 
dividual model names, in deference to the dif¬ 
ferent model series that provide their basis. 

Another first is the adoption of a tur¬ 
bocharged engine for this BMW M model: the 
high-revving, 3.0-litre six-cylinder in-line en¬ 
gine with M Twin Power Turbo technology has 
been specifically developed for this purpose, 
and produces a maximum output of 431 hp. Its 
peak torque of 550Nm is available across a 
very wide rev range starting at just 1,850rpm, 
and exceeds the figure recorded by the outgo¬ 
ing BMW M3 by roughly 40 per cent. In spite 


of this, the new engine also achieves a reduc¬ 
tion in fuel consumption and emissions of 
around 25 percent. 

To maximise dynamic ability and ensure ex¬ 
cellent efficiency, a weight loss of over 80kgs 
has been achieved compared to a comparably 
equipped predecessor model. Specific weight¬ 
saving measures include the increased use of 
lightweight materials: both models now fea¬ 
ture a carbon-fibre reinforced plastic roof. 

BMW M engineers have paid particular at¬ 
tention to the car's aerodynamic performance, 
and incorporated the latest Active M Differen¬ 
tial amongst numerous other technical high¬ 
lights. During the development process the 
engineers worked closely with BMW Motor- 
sport's professional racing drivers, with exten¬ 


sive testing and set-up work carried out on the 
Nurburgring Nordschleife circuit. 

The balance of the overall concept: high 
power, low weight, driving pleasure. 

The new BMW M3 Saloon and new BMW M4 
Coupe are formed from a host of finely 
blended elements, all working in perfect har¬ 
mony to deliver outstanding performance, 
precision and agility on road and track. 

With the new BMW M3 Saloon and M4 
Coupe, the engineers sought to optimally 
channel the air around the car in the quest for 
ultimate performance, while also ensuring the 
engine, powertrain and brakes receive the req¬ 
uisite cooling. Even when operating under 
heavy loads on the racing circuit. The aggres¬ 
sively styled front apron, smooth under-body 
and the clearly defined lip spoiler at the rear of 
the M3 Saloon (or integrated bootlid spoiler at 
the rear of the BMW M4 Coupe) reduce lift by 
an equal amount at the front and rear axle, to 
the benefit of handling. 

Albert Biermann, Head of Development at 
BMW M GmbH, said: "The way in which we 
channel the inflowing air through the engine 
oil cooler creates a venturi effect, which re¬ 
duces front axle lift and, in so doing, improves 
the steering." 

The Aero Curtain and M side gills, the latter 
with integrated Air Breathers minimise turbu¬ 
lence in the front wheel arches. These ele¬ 
ments, together with the aerodynamically 
optimised side mirrors in familiar M twin-stalk 
style, are not only distinctive design features, 
they also help to reduce drag. 

The new six-cylinder in-line engine: high- 


revving, turbocharged unit combines the 
best of both worlds. 

The new BMW M3 Saloon and new BMW M4 
Coupe mark a return to the classic six-cylinder 
in-line engine configuration, as used on the 
second and third- generations of this iconic 
sports car. 

The new engine sees a slight power upgrade 
over the previous V8 to 431 hp, now delivered 
between 5,500 and 7,300rpm, with maximum 
revolutions set at an unusually high figure for 
a turbocharged engine: 7,600rpm. Peak torque 
has been increased by roughly 40 per cent to 
550Nm, and is maintained over a very wide rev 
range (1,850-5,500rpm).

The M TwinPower Turbo technology com¬ 
prises two fast-responding mono- scroll tur¬ 
bochargers, High-precision direct injection, 
VALVETRONIC variable valve timing and Dou- 
ble-VANOS continuously variable camshaft 
timing. VALVETRONIC and Double-VANOS 
work in tandem to seamlessly control intake 
valve lift. The result is a smooth and efficient 
power delivery, with very sharp response and 
reduced fuel consumption and emissions.
